Court— Testimony

Be Introduced to Show the Court 
the “ Decree of Responsibility” of 


the Defendants.

Chicago, July 22.—Hearing of evi­ 


dence in the case of Nathan Leopold, 


Jr., aud Richard Loeb, slayers of Rob­ 
ert Franks, 14-year-old schoolboy, will 
begin tomorrow before Judge Caverly. 


Both youths pleaded guilty yester­ 
day to the murder of the Franks boy. 


The action came as a surprise to the 
crowd in the courtroom. 
The prose­ 
cution 
immediately 
demanded 
the 
death 
penalty. 
Clarence 
Barrow, 
dean of criminal attorneys, entered 
the first plea for the prisoners. 
State’s Attorney Crowe, taken en­ 
tirely by surprise at the plea of guil­ 
ty, made no attempt to contest the 
action, but announced tbat lie would 
call every state’s 
witness 
to 
the 
stand, “ so tbat the court may hear 
all the evidence in this case.” 
“ We 
will not allow the defense to shut out 
any 
evidence 
by 
pleading 
guilty,” 
Crowe said. 
“ These boys, both of 
them sane and entirely responsible, 
have committed the direst murder in 
the history of Chicago. 
They have 
come into open court and publicly en­ 
tered their plea confessing that they 
kidnaped and murdered an innocent 
child. 
The state has a thorough case 
against these boys. 
They must hang. 
Nothing else must be permitted.” 
Darrow, in his argument, declared 
no attempt would be made to set the 
defendant* at liberty. 
“ These boys, 
your honor, have proven themselves 
unfit to mingle in society. 
They must 
not be set free and no attempt to­ 
ward that end will be made. 
Young Leopold was first called to 
the bench and himself pleaded guilty. 
Loeb followed him and did likewise. 
“ Is it your understanding that if 
you plead guilty to murder in this 
cotfrt, the court may sentence you to 
death or to the penitentiary for the 
period of your natural life, or for a 
period of not less than 14 years?’ 
Judge CaVerly asked. 
Both replied 
they understood. 
Darrow advised the court that be­ 
fore the boys are sentenced he wish­ 
ed to present evidence to the court. 
Benjamin Bachrach, aiding 
Darrow, 
announced that the defense wished 
to 
introduce 
testimony 
of 
certain 
alienists, who have examined Leopold 
and Loeb in order to show the court 
“ the degree of responsibility” of the 
defendants. 
Believing the defense was attempt­ 
ing to prove the boys insane, Crowe 
broke in, shouting: 
“ Just a minute, 
your honor. 
If the defense in this 
case is trying to show that these 
boys are insane, how can they come 
into this court and legally plead guil­ 
ty? If there is any question as to the 
sanity of these boys, the state’s attor­ 
ney demands that 
a jury of 12 men 
be selected, so that the state can 
prove beyond all shadow' of a doubt 
that Nathan Leopold and 
Richard 
Loeb are sane— that they are guilty 
of 
murdering 
Robert 
Franks—and 
that they must hang.” 
Attorney Bachrach said: 
“ W e de­ 
sire to submit to the court the real^ 
evidence in this case, allowing the 
court to sentence these boys as the 
court 
sees 
fit, 
understanding, 
of 
course, th^t the court may sentence 
them to death.” 
The hearing of evidence w-ill be be­ 
fore Judge Caverly and without a 
Jury. 
Sheriff Hoffman announced that ex­ 
tra guards had been assigned to the 
cells of Leopold and Loeb to preclude 
any attempt at suicide by the youths.

Washington, 
Ju ly 
22.— American 


Minister Joseph Kornfeld cabled the 
stat6 department from Teheran, Per- 
sit that 200 persons have been ar­ 
rested in connection with the murder 
of Robert W . Imbrie, American con­ 
sul, who was attacked by a mob in 
the Persian capital. 
Among the suspects rounded up is 
Thatoai Zedeh. leader of a religious 
sect in Persia. 
The entire Persian press is filled 
with denunciation of the murder “at 
a lime when the cordial relations be­ 
tween Persia and ihp United states 
are 
unrivaied,” Konueld reported. 
The 
Persian 
legal ion 
here 
an­ 
nounced that its charge d’affaires had 
made the following verbal statement 
u i regret to Acting Secretary of State 
Crew; 
“ The Persian government do- 
toires to express its utmost 
regret 
over the uniortunate murder of Vice 
Consul Imbrie and the Persian gov­ 
ernment assures tne United States 
government that it will do everything 
in its power to fulfill its duty in this 
hour of distress to apprehend the 
slayers of Major Imbrie.” 
A Teheran dispatch states that the 
vice consul’s death was caused by a 
saber wound in the head. 
The situ­ 
ation is considered serious, the dis­ 
patch says, because sabers are car- 
sied only by the police. 
The diplomatic corps at Teheran 
has sent an energetic note to the 
Persian government casing attention 
to the fact that tne government's fail­ 
ure to prevent the attack has caused 
considerable apprehension among for­ 
eign residents. 
As investigation of the attack con 
tinues, it is evident the mob was in 
cited by religious agitators. 
Imbrie 
fought 
vigorously 
with 
his 
heavy 
cane, knocking down several of the 
Persians until he finally was felled 
by a blow from a military sword, 
lhe American tried to rise, but was 
knocked down with a stone and his 
jaw broken. 
The 
crowd, evidently 
thinking both Imbrie and hi’s compan­ 
ion, 
Seymour, dead, then 
retreated 
and police, who had remained in the 
background, took the Americans to a 
hospital. 
Word went around that the Ameri­ 
cans w;er£ still alive and the mob 
formed again, breaking #n doors and 
windows of the hospital and attack­ 
ing the two men again. 
Imbrie ap­ 
parently already was dead, but bis 
body was beaten. 
Seymour was drug­ 
ged through the corridors anf! left for 
dead. 
His condition is serious. 
The state 
department 
announced 
that the United States has asked the 
Persian government 
for a “ precise 
statement” regarding the responsibil­ 
ity for the killing of Imbrie. 


HUGHcS SPEAKS 


Criticises Growing Volume of Law In 
the United States. 


London, 
Ju ly 
22.— Secretary 
of 
State Hughes, in an address to mem­ 
bers of the bar at Westminster hall 
here, predicted that efforts to “ under­ 
mine” the authority of Lhe supreme 
court of the United States will fail. 
He criticized the growing volume of 
law 
in the United States, saying: 
“ The commonwealths in our union of 
states, 
each 
sovereign 
within 
its 
sphere, are producing laws at a rate 
which has filled us with anxiety lest 
no one should be able to know the 
law. 
The fertility of the legislative 
soil is our despair. 
Our lady of the 
common law has had an embarrass­ 
ing progeny. 
Courts are pouring out 
decisions in such numbers that only 
the makers of encyclopedias can keep 
track of them.”

can come unly from political parties 
or candidates tn-i 1ua.iv national ap­ 
peal and viewpoint.” 
Representative F. C. Hicks of New 
Y'ork will be placed in charge of the 
eastern 
headquarters, 
which 
were 
opened by Butler last week in New 
York. 
Hicks before leaviug Washing­ 
ton was in conference at the white 
house. 
Mr. Butler will leave tomor­ 
row for Chicago to look alter the af­ 
fairs at the main headquarters there 
and to confer with Charles G. Dawes 
regarding his 
participation 
in 
the 
campaign. 
Dawes is expected to bear 
the brunt of the campaign so far as 
speaking is concerned. 
It is said to 
be the 
intention 
ot 
the 
campaign 
managers to have President Coolidge 
deliver eight or lu speeches during 
the campaign. 
Discussing 
Republican 
prospects, 
Mr. Cutler said: 
“ ju g forecasting is 
hardly an achievement. 
1 will say, 
enough, tnut judging irorn the char­ 
acter of the lelieis, telegrams aud 
messages which i have received, as 
well as interviews which I had in 
Chicago and in New York, there is no 
lacx of confidence among the Repub­ 
licans of the country.

consequent sp routing before p lanting, 
or the risk of having the seed chilled, 
frozen, or overheated while in transit 
in midwinter.

age facilities for handling fall ship ­ 
ments of seed p otatoes.

Leopold-Loeb Case to Be Aired 


Before Judge Caverly. 


EVIDENCE TO BE PRESENTED 


Slayers of \the 
Franks 
Boy 
Plead 
Guilty to Murder Charge in Open 
Court— Testimony 
of 
Alienists to 
Be Introduced to Show the Court 
the “Degree of Responsibility” of 
the Defendants. 
# 
Chicago, July 22.—Hearing of evi­ 
dence in the case of Nathan Leqpold, 
Jr., and Richard Loeb, slayers of Rob­ 
ert Franks, 14-year-old schoolboy, will 
begin tomorrow before Judge Caverly. 
Both youths pleaded guilty yester­ 
day to the murder of the Franks boy. 
The action came as a surprise to the 
crowd in the courtroom. 
The prose­ 
cution 
immediately 
demanded 
the 
death 
penalty. 
Clarence 
Harrow, 
dean of criminal attorneys, entered 
the first plea for the prisoners. 
State’s Attorney Crowe, taken en­ 
tirely by surprise at the plea of guil­ 
ty, made no attempt to contest the 
action, but announced that lie would 
call every state’s 
witness 
to 
the 
stand, “so that the court may hear 
all the evidence iii this case.” 
“We 
will not allow the defense to shut out 
any evidence 
by pleading guilty,” 
Crowe said. 
“These boys, both of 
them sane and entirely responsible, 
have committed the direst murder in 
the history of Chicago. 
They have 
come into open court and publicly en­ 
tered their plea confessing that they 
kidnaped and murdered an innocent 
child. The state has a thorough case 
against these boys. They must hang. 
Nothing else must be permitted.” 
Darrow. in his argument, declared 
no attempt would be made to set the 
defendant* at liberty. 
“These boys, 
your honor, have proven themselves 
unfit to mingle in society. They must 
not be set free and no attempt to­ 
ward that end will be made. 
Young Leopold was first called to 
the bench and himself pleaded guilty. 
Loeb followed him and did likewise. 
“Is it your understanding that if 
you plead guilty to murder in this 
cotfrt, the court may sentence you to 
death or to the penitentiary for the 
period of your natural life, or for a 
period of not less than 14 years?’ 
Judge eagerly asked. 
Both replied 
they understood. 
Darrow advised the court that be­ 
fore the boys are sentenced he wish­ 
ed to present evidence to the court. 
Benjamin Bacitracin aiding 
Darrow, 
announced that the defense wished 
to 
introduce 
testimony 
of certain 
alienists, who have examined Leopold 
and Loeb in order to show the court 
“the degree of responsibility” of th® 
defendants. 
Believing the defense was attem pt­ 
ing to prove the boys insane, Crowe 
broke in. shouting: 
“Just a minute, 
your honor. 
If tho defense in this 
case is trying to show' that these 
boys are insane, how can they come 
into this court and legally plead guil­ 
ty? If there is any question as to the 
sanity of these boys, the stated attor­ 
ney demands that a jury of 12 men 
be selected, so that the state can 
prove beyond all shadow of a doubt 
that Nathan Leopold and 
Richard 
Loeb are sane—that they are guilty 
of 
murdering 
Robert 
Franks—and 
that they must hang.” 
Attorney Bachrach said: 
“We de­ 
sire to submit to the court the real^ 
evidence in this case, allowing the 
court to sentence these boys as the 
court 
sees 
fit, 
understanding, 
of 
course, that the court may sentence 
them to death.” 
The hearing of evidence will be be­ 
fore Judge Caverly and without a 
Jury, 
Sheriff Hoffman announced that ex­ 
tra guards had been assigned to the 
cells of Leopold and Loeb to preclude 
any attempt at suicide by the youths.

22.—American 
Minister Joseph Kornfeld cabled the 
staU department from Teheran, Per- 
sit that 200 persons have been ar­ 
rested in connection with the murder 
of Robert VV’. Imbrie, American con­ 
sul, who was attacked by a mob in 
the Persian capital. 
Among the suspects rounded up is 
Thaioai Zeaeh, leader of a religious 
sect in Persia. 
I he entire Persian press is filled 
with denunciation of the murder “at 
a time when the cordial relations be­ 
tween Persia and ihp United Mates 
are unrivaled,” Kornfeld reported. 
The 
Persian 
legation 
here 
an­ 
nounced that its charge d’affaires had 
made the following verbal statement 


ul regret to Acting Secretary of State 
Crew; 
“The Persian government de­ 
sires to express its utmost 
regret 
over the uiuortunate murder of Vice 
Consul Imbrie and the Persian gov­ 
ernment assures tne United States 
government that it will do everything 
in its power to fulfill its duty in this 
hour or distress to apprehend the 
slayers of Major Imbrie.” 
A Teheran dispatch states that the 
vice consul’s death was caused by a 
saber ground in the head. 
The situ­ 
ation is considered serious, the dis­ 
patch says, because sabers are car­ 
nied oui) by the police. 
The dipiomatic corps at Teheran 
lias sent an energetic note to the 
Persian government calling attention 
to the fact that the government's la.fi- 
ure to prevent the attack has caused 
considerable apprehension among for­ 
eign residents. 
As investigation of the attack con 
tinues, it is evident the mob was in 
cited by religious agitators. 
Imbrie 
fought 
vigorously 
with 
his 
heavy 
cane, knocking down several of the 
Persians until he finally was felled 
by a blow from a military sword. 
the American tried to rise, but was 
knocked down with a stone and his 
jaw broken. 
The 
crowd, evidently 
thinking both Imbrie and bib bom Pan­ 
ton, 
Seymour, dead, then 
retreated 
and police, who had remained in the 
background, took the Americans to a 
hospital. 
Word went around that the Ameri­ 
cans w,er£ still alive and the mob 
formed again, breaking sn doors and 
windows of the hospital and attack­ 
ing the two men again. 
Imbrie ap­ 
parently already was dead, but his 
body was beaten. Seymour was drag­ 
ged through the corridors anff left for 
dead. 
His condition is serious. 
The state 
department announced 
that the United States has asked Ute 
Persian government 
for a "precise 
statement” regarding the responsibil­ 
ity for the killing of Imbrie.
